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G  M.of  Louisiana,  exercises  the prerogative  to  grant  Dispensations  for  opening 
Lodges  in  other  jurisdictions,  but  at  present  I  leave  this  subject  to  bo  decide  by  an 
impartial  judgmont  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

The  present  crisis  in  the  political  history  of  our  unhappy  country,  is  one  in 
which  the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  order  are  most  likely  to  bo  violated.  Hence 
tho  importance  of  thoso  who  preside  over  the  Subordinate  Lodges  of  this  jurisdic- 
tion, having  their  minds  well  informed  upon  our  ancient  customs  and  usagss.  Free 
masonry,  as  the  most  ancient  and  universal  of  all  societies,  is  governed  by  laws 
and  rules  of  action  which  are  peculiar  to  herself  and  which  have  sprung  out  of  her 
own  organization.  Difference  of  opinion  has  existed  among  Masonic  writers  as  to 
what  the  landmarks,  properly  are.  It  is  not  our  purpose,  at  this  time,  te  enter 
into  any  notico  oftae  various  epinions  which  have  been  promulgated  by  the  many 
authors  who  have  written  on  this  subject,  but  simply  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of 
the  brethren  present,  the  vast  importance,  to  tho  craft,  that  in  their  various  duties 
they  should  not  suffer  anything  to  cause  a  departure  from  tho  landmarks  of  the 
order.  Blacksfcone  has  truly  said,  "the  goodno-s  of  a  custom  depends  upon  its  hav- 
ing been  used  time  out  of  mind, or  in  the  solemnity  of  our  legal  phrase,  time  whereof 
tho  memory  of  man  runnel  ',1  not  to  the  contrary."  This  it  is  that  gives  it  its 
'•weight  and  authority."  All  this  may,  with  groat  force,  bo  applied  in  the  precise 
terms,  to  the  landmarks  of  Froe  Masonry. 

The  characteristic  peculiarity  of  the  landmarks  of  Masonry  is,  thryaro  unchange- 
able. No  Grand  Lodge  has  the  right  or  power  to  onact'any  new  landmarks,  neith- 
er has  it  the  right  or  prerogative  of  abolishing  any  of  those  that  now  exist.  What 
they  were  in  the  beginning  of  the  institution,  they  must  ever  remain  and  must  con- 
tinue in  force  until  Masonry  itself  shall  coaso  to  exist.  Fortunate  it  is  for  the 
stability  of  Masonry  that  her  landmarks  so  unchangeable  should  exist ;  they  stand. 
as  bulwarks,  which  to  the  intelligent  Mason,  are  insurmouatable,  and  control  and 
chock  innovations.  Should  they  sometimes  bo  inadvertently  violated  in  the  excite* 
mont  and  haste  of  Masonic  legislation,  the  reflective  and  conscientious  Mason  aro 
soon  again  brought  back  under  their  ber.ign  influence  and  will  preserve  that  uni- 
formity of  character  and  general  design  which  constitutes  the  great  universality  of 
the  institution. 

Frequ«nt  applications  having  been  made  to  ma  during  the  past  Masonic  ye.-u;,  in 
regard  to  one  of  tho  landmarks  of  the  Order,  I  deemed  it  due  the  members  of  this 
body  that  I  should  give  or  call  your  attention  to  the  same,  that  is,  the  qualification 
of  candidate*  for  initiation  during  the  revolution  that  now  exists.  Many  of  our 
worthy  yaung  men  have  been  disabled  and  maimed  for  life,  and  yet  many  of  them 
after  returning  home,  h»vc  been  and  aro  still  applying  for  admission  into  tho  Lodge. 
Wo  regret  that  thoso  who  are  true  and  trusty,  and  havo  served  their  country  with 
such  fidelity,  should,  by  suoh  miifortunes,  be  debarred  from  entering  our  portals 
and  enjoying  the  lights  which  Masonry  affords,  but  such  is  the  nature  of  our  instit. 
tution,  without  a  violation  of  one  of  its  most  important  landmarks  which 
plainly  tell  us  that  tli«  candidate  must  havo  "  no  maim  or  defect  about  nis  body 
that  may  render  him  incapable  of  learning  the  art."  Thus  are  excluded,  the  blind, 
the  deaf,  the  dumb,  and  those  having  but  one  foot,  and  those  having  but  one  hand, 
as  none  of  them  can  learn  and  teach  tho  rituals  of  the  order.  This  landmark^  being 
of  such  plain  interpretation,  you"  May  thin'*  it  entirely  unnecessary  «n  my  part  to 
call  the  attention  af  *o  intelligent  a  body  as  this,  U  the  subject,  but  when  consid' 
cred  in  its  true  light,  you,  I  think,  will  agree  with  mo  that  its  importance  is  a 
sufficient  reason  for  your  attention  being  called  te  the  aubject,  hoping  thereby 
to  cause  to  be  avoided  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  an  infringement  of  the  same. 
The  oral  landmarks  of  the  Order  are  of  no  less  importance  than  the  written,  and  he 
who  has  the  honor  to. preside  over  tho  cralt,  no  matter  in  what  position,  should  make  it 
hiii  constant  study  to  have  his  mind  well  stored  with  the  Ancient  Constitution  of  the 
Order  and  the  oral  traditions  of  the  rtmc,  thereby  being  the  better  qualified  to  fulfil 
aiiT  position  to  which  he  may  be  called  by  his  brethren. 

Those  who  have  the  honor  to  be  called  by  their  brethren  to  preside  over  the  craft, 
should  be  thoroughly  instructed  in  the  lectures,  well  acquainted  with  the  ceremonies 
and  complete  in  all  the  degrees  of  Free  Masonry.  But  Masonry  is  a  science  and  an  art  0. 
great  magnitude  and  extent.  A  knowledge  of  her  mystery  is  not  to  be  obtained  at  once 
by  the  initiate,  but  is  attainable  only  by  the  industrious  craftsmen,  and  then  only  by  de- 
grees. By  mucli  instruction  and  assiduous  application,  are  advance!  only  made.  Every 
step  is  progressive  and  opens  new  light  and  information  in  proportioa  to  the  capacity  of 
the  mind  of  tne  initiate  to  receive  the  same.  According  to  the  progress  wn  make  we 
lnnit  or  extend  our  inquiries,  and  in  proportion  to  that  capacity,  we  attain  t«  a  less  or 
greater  aegree  of  pertaetkhi.  Hi*  not.  him  who  knows  trie  names  and  understands  the 
application  of  the  various  wording  taoi6  an. I  implements  ol  the  craft,  that  is  tncreby  fur- 
nished *<■  ever v  good  work,  but  he  oulv  who  uses  them  aud  applies  them  to  his  intellcc- 
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tual,  moral  and  social  edification,  that  is  the  workman  that  need  not  bo  ashamed  to  ex- 
hibit to  the  Grand  Artificer  of  the  universe,  a  specimen  of  his  work  wfci<  h  will  not  b  > 
cast,  at  the  day  of  final  accounts,  among  the  rubish  na  work  unfit  for  the  builder's  us*, 
but  work  that  will  near  the  test  of  the  grand  overseer's  square,  and  be  pronounced  by 
him  as  work  fit  and  prepared  for  a  place  iu  that  temple  and  building  prepared  for  the 
faithful.  Therefore,  in  exhorting  you  to  use  erefy  effort  to  be  perfect  in  Masonry,  1  in- 
tend, not  merely  that  you  should  be  expert  in  giWnc  the  lectures,  orea^er  to  ris"  rapidly 
through  tile  different  degrees  of  the  same,  but  that  von  should  enter  fnllv  into  the  spirit 
of  its  most  solemn  rit-s.  and  should  endeavor  todcarn  tke  lull  import  ofits  interesting 
symbols  ;  that  you  should  be  perlect  in  the  knowledge  and  in  the  application  of  its 
principles,  In  the  full  possession  of  the  virtues  it  expects,  and  in  the  disCiiargo  o:  all  the 
moral  and  christian  duties  it  enjoins. 

Among  the  groat  variety  of  duties  incumbent  tj-pon  us.  we  should  etteB  n  member  that 
there  is  none  more  essential  to  the  preservation  or  more  efficacious  to  the  good  and  wel- 
fare of  our  institution  than  unanimity  of  action,  brotherly  love  and  charity.  ThU  makes- 
the  cement,  the  great  and  living  principle  of  cohesion!  which  gives  ci  --to  all 

the  parts  and  members  of  the  mystic  tie,  forms  them  into  a  regular  structure.  Into  one 
uniform,  beautiful  and  mystic  building,  and!  adds  harmeny.  friendship  and  stability 
to  the  whole.  Or  it  may  with  propriety  be  linked  to  the  key-stone  which  compacts  and 
strengthens  the  arch  upon  which  the  edifice  is  supported  and  upheld.  BrstlierTy  love  is 
the  lite  and  soul  of  all  societies,  and  must  be  much  more  so  of  those  who  pretend  to  as- 
sociate together  upon  the  noble  maxims  of  charirv  :  it  is  the  golden  chain  which  ninds 
together  our  ancient  order,  the  fife  principle  on  which  depends  its  internal  harmony  and 
outward  prosperity. 

As  iti  the  erection  of  the  spacious  Temple  of  Solomon,  everything  v.  a*  so  prepared 
that  "there  was  neither  hammer  nor  axe,  norany  iron  tool  heard""  in  the  house  which  it 
was  building,  so  of  the  Fraternity  of  Free  and  accepted  Masons;  they  always  perfected 
their  work  by  quiet  and  orderly  methods,  without  the  least  sound  of  the  hammer  of  con- 
tention, the  axe  of  division  or  any  other  tool  of  discard,  being  perfectly  Joined  to- 
gether in  the  same  mind  and  the  same  jmlgmenl  ;  walking  by  the  same  rule  and  follow- 
ing and  teaching  the  same  principles,  having  but  one  interest  and  one  object,  the  bene- 
fit and  advancement  of  the  whole. 

Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  pence  on  earth  an  1  good  will  towards  men,  is  and  should 
be  the  disposition  and  desire  of  every  Free  and  Accept  d  Mason.  With  such  a  temper, 
my  brethren,  we  will  enjoy  the  satisfaction  of  an  approving  conscience,  the  approbation 
and  concurrence  oi  all  the  wise  and  good,  and  the  God  of  love  and  peace  will  be  with  us. 
That  Divine  Being  who  is  the  author  of  all  peace  and  the  lover  of  concord,  will  render 
our  endeavors  successful  and  reward  them  with  the  11  ssings  of  time  and  the  glories  of 
eternity. 

The  special  connection  and  relation  In  which  T  hate  stood  to  you  during  the  past 
Masonic  year,  now  ceasos,  but.  theaffection  counectejt  with  it  and  the"heart-felt  gratituda 
arisingfrom  It,  will  ever  remain,  and  while  I  wish  you,  each,  to  accept  my  best  wishes 
as  I  am  certain  you  share  t  he  beat  affections  of  my  heart.  Any  errors  which  1  may  have 
committed  in  Uie  discharge  of  the. duties  incumbent  upon  me  as  the  Gram!  Master  of  a 
sovereign  State,  have  been  errors  of  the  he%d  and  not  of  the  heart,  and  it  affords  tne 
much  satisfaction  to  know  they  are  in  the  hands  of  a  kind  and  affectionate  brethren  who 
aic  ever  ready  to  throw  the  mantle  of  charity  over  the  loibles  of  their  errin"  brethren. 

JIv  particular  thanks  are  due  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
honors  with  which  they  have  distinguished  me,  and  I  entreat  them  to  accept  my  warmest 
acknowledgements  for  their  assistance  and  kindness.  I  should  be  inexcusably  insensi- 
ble not  to  feel,  and  feeling,  criminally  neglectful  and  ungrateful  not  to  express,  tie  many 
obligations  which  I  owe  them. 

My  brethren,  your  labors  in  Grand  Communication  will  goon  be  brought  to  a  close  ; 
this  should  forcibly  remind  you  of  the  last  solemn  parting,  when  death  sit  ill  separate 
you  from  those  whom  you  have  cordially  loved  ;  who.su  society  made  you  the  charm  Of 
your  most  privileged  momenta,  and  to  whom,  under  1'rovidence,  you  owe  probable  most 
of  your  prosperity  and  happiness.  Let  us  ever  remember  then,  my  brethren,  that 
death  is  hastening,  for  a  time  to  intercept, '  at  that  cannotoisorre  our  union.  No  I  vir- 
tuous  attachments  are  eternal  ;  they  are  renewed  in  Heaven.  We  meet  again  there  in 
Grand  Communication  where  the  Grand  Master  ef  the  universe  presides,  to  part  no  more.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina  : 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  to 'consider  and  report  upon,  the 
affairs  of  St.  John's  Collega,  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  report,  that  we  do  not  re» 
commend  the  sale  of  the  College,  but  submit  the  following  statement  and  recom- 
mendation : 

A  large  amount  of  money  has  been  contributed  by  the  people  of  North  Carolina, 
to  establish  and  endow  a  fund  for  the  education  of  Orphans  in  North  Carolina. 
The  Financial  Agent  of  this  Fund  is  the  Rev.  Dr.  Deems,  a  member  of  our  frater- 
nity. This  fond  is  to  be  incorporated  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature. 
We  recommend  that  all  the  property  held  by  the  Trustees  of  St.  John's  College,  bo 
transferred  to  the  Orphan  Fund  on  the  condition  that  (his  Grand  Lodge  shall  have 
the  same  benefit  from  the  fund  as  are  secured  to  each  individual  doner,  namely, 
one  vote  for  every  $50  thus  given,  and  ono  beneficiary  for  every  $2,500,  the  Or- 
phan Fund  to  assume  the  debts  of  the  College,  and  the  Lodge  to  be  credited  for 
an  amount  equal  to  the  cost  of  the  property  over  and  above  tho  debts  assumed  by 
the  Orphan  Fund,  and  that  a  Committee  of  — —  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  to  consumate  this  arrangement.
